
The Gulf Coaat of Florida. 


(From our •poelal currvNptiudriit.) 

We enjoyed e pleasant sail down Tampa Bay on the morning 
of Not. 3i', on i<oard the steamef Valley City. The moat luler- 
esUng Incident of the trip was the great schools of mullet we 
saw on the shoals off Snead’s Island, near the mouth of Manatee 
river. Wlhout any exaggeration theie were solid acrra of them 
feeding on these shoals, and they were as close t gether as they 
could possibly swim. At some points they were In such shallow 
water that their back lias and the upper rays of their tails were out 
of the water. As they feeil here, a seine three hundred feet long, 
skillfully handled, would catch, at a low estimate, ten to twenty 
barrels of fish at every haul, and they were not here In unusual 
numbers at this time, either. Capt Jackson Informed me that 
It Is no unusual thing to see twice or thrice the number at this 
point, that we saw on this trip. He saye he frequently finds the 
water literally black with them, for a dlsUnce of two or three 
miles along this beach. 

This .tory may sound decidedly “ Hshy," but every word of 
It can be corroborated by a dozen people who reside In the vicin- 
Ity, and by any of the olticers of the Tampa Steamship Com any. 

i am aetonlshed that some one has'not established a commer¬ 
cial flsbery on this island, long ago. Thousands of barrels of this 
moat delicious fish could be packed here every Winter, at a 
merely nominal expense, and they always find a ready market 
and command a fair price in the Northern and Eastern markets. 
Some enterprising party, with a taste for such a pursuit, should' 
secure this opportunity without delay. In the language of Mul¬ 
berry Sellers, “There’s millions In It” 

Soon after leaving Snead’s Island we entered the mouth of the 
Manatee river, up which wo made a run of eight miles, when we 
arrived at the village of .Manatee, a lively little towu of sumo two 
or three hundred Inhabitants. We stopped over night at the 
■^mer House, a comfortable hotel, and early In the morning 
CapU Uarlee, a merchant of the place, sent his team to take us 
to Mr. Whitaker’s plantation, on Soirasota Bay, twelve mile- 
below. 

The road runs through a belt of pine woods, dotted thickly 
with ponds, coveting from one to twenty acres each, the mar¬ 
gins thickly grown with saw grass, and In the center a pool of 
clear water. We came upon the llrst of these poods, within half 
a mile of town, anil saw In it a dozen or more of the large water 
birds which are so numerous In this state. I brought out my rifle 
and bagged a beautiful white Ibis. A mile further on we came 
to another pond. A large white egret sat near t.he center of It, 
about two hundred and flfty yards away. I drew a bead on him, 
let go, and he Immedlaiel.v sat down. 

The driver, agoud-nainred negro, got out, rolled up hi. pants, 
and waded In to get the game. The bird proved to bo only 
winged, and showed tight. He struck out vigorously several 
times, but the plucky negro Anally secured him, took him by the 
head and started for shore with him. Reader, you would have 
smiled to see that darky teaching that bird to follow. It was a 
most ridiculous sight. Wo “ smole ’’ audibly. The bird ob¬ 
jected to that mode of travel at flrst, but soon succumbed to the 
Inevitable and followed as obediently as .Mary’s little lamb Is 
said to have done. He was a beautiful specimen of the species, 
and measured live feet nine inches from lip to Up of wings, and 
four feet seven Inches In height. 

We passed a dozen or more of these ponds during the day, and 
at each of them 1 got a shot, making a very handsome bag, con- 
rideiing that I was “going somewhere'' and not on a regular 
hunt. 

Wo arrived at Mr. Whitaker’s house about noon, and remained 
until the next morning. Mr WhIUker Is one of the oldest set¬ 
tlers on the fliill coast, having flrst settleil here In 1844. He 
has a large comfortable house, well llolsbed and furnished, a 
largo orange grove, and Is extensively engaged In cattle raising. 
He has over seven hundred head on the range and sells from 
two t4) three hundred head each year, tii the evening I engaged 
Maurice Lancaster, a boy tlfteen years old, son of Mr. Isiael Lan¬ 
kier who lives live miles below, to lake us In his sail boat t > 
Mr. Webb’s place, twelve miles farther down the coast. Accord¬ 
ingly, early .on Priday morning the “ Sky Lark •’ with Capt. 
Maurice at the helm landed at Whitaker’s beach. Wo hurriedly 
loaded our trunks, other luggage and ourselves. Into the vessel, 
spread sail and stood out down the bay under a fair wind and 
with bouyant hearts; for we were now on that famous portion 
of the coast of which we have heard so much, from which 
We anticipated such rich sport, and in which, as the sequel will 
•howo we were oot to be dlMppoltii-cd. i

Two miles t>eIow this point we passed Capt. Young’s boat¬ 
house. He builds small yachls, sloops sod schooners and sells 
mem to settlers along the coast. About noon we entered the 
Mangrove thickets, which reseh clesr across the bay si this point, 
g with only narrow passes winding through them, and which at low 
tide are very difficult to navigate, even with small skiffs. But 
e fortunately we entered them at high tide, aod thU together with

n handles a pole extremely well, enabled us to go through them 
/ With uying colors. 

» Thlt Mangrove Is a strange shrub. I’, grows only In or near 
It salt water. The stem grows up to a height of one to two feet, 
. when a few limbs branch out; a few inches farther up two or 
I ® earth. Further up more 

n 1 mhe shoot out, still further up more roots, and so on until 
a limbs, roots and main stems are mixed up In one almost India¬ 
's tlngulshablo mass. Where It stands thickly upon the ground It 
® formn a jungle that even a dog can scarcely pcuelrate. After 
0 ^slag these mangrove thickets we had plain saillog for awhile. 

Just below them we passed some long sand-bars, upon which 
'* were feeding great flocks of Spanish curlews, both straight bill 
and sickle bill, millet, white-breasted plover, and other varieties 
of bay birds. 

A good wing shot could enjoy rare sport here, but I am In 
« search of larger game, and will not trouble these birds. 

About three o'clock In the afternoon we came upon a series 
of oyster bars, which extends clear across the bay and nearly 
. two miles up and down It. The tide had gone out by this time 
a and we had some very hard work poling and occasionally wad¬ 
ing, dragging and lifting our boat over the worst portions of the 
bars. Perseverance, however, won the battle, and we succeeded 
“ In getting over. 

® We arrived at Mr. Webb’s house Just as night set In, and were 
“ given a most cordial greeting, although we wereentlre strangers to 
the family. Such kind and hospluble treat.nent as we received, 

S and such a clean, wholesome, palatable supper as wc were treated 
8 to that night, made us glad lu our hearts that we had had the good 
fortune to be directed to and finally to reach the home of these 
klnd hearted people. They are natives of Utics, New York 
r where Mr. John G. Webb, the bead of the family, was engaged 
- lu the drug business for msny years. They came here twelve years 
J ^o. Mr. Webb owns a large tract of laud and has s large, coni- 
' fortable farm houae and ample out-buildings. He bas cbosuu 
V for bis residence one of the most romantic and beautiful spots In 
“ the state, or for that matter lu any sUte. It Is a narrow point 
of land ranging from one to two hundred yards wide, and cx- 
. tending Into the bay a distance of a quarter of s mile. It eon- 
. tains about five acres of land. There Is a high shell monnd, 
near the center of the tract, and on this monnd Mr. Webb’s house 
I stands. The point is covered with native and cultivated shrubs,

I Within the spare of this five acres may be found West India 
! blrcb, papaya, two varieties of palmetto, the date palm, red cedar, 

! live oak, American aloe or century plant, yucca or Spanish hsy- 
‘ onet, bird pepper, wlntcrberry, Spanish stopper, mimosa, sea 
bean, Iponsces, madeiia vine, several species of convolvulus, 

' several of euphorblaca, two of cactus, mershalllnc, verbesina, 

I vernunla, sea myrtle, grape vine and Ivy of several varieties, blg- 
, nonia, soap wort, sugar berry, prickly asb, sea ash, matich plum, 
crow berry, Indian flg, or India rubber tree, blick, reil aui white 
mangrove, button a ood, sea grape, and many others. Several of 
the century planU have bloomed since .Mr. Webb bas lived here 
In some Instances the stock bearing the flower has grown to s 
height of thirty feet In a few days after blooming, the plant 
dies. Tbe windows on the north and south sides of the bouse 
command a beautiful view of tbe bay, and from those In the 
west end you may look away across Sarasota Key and miles out 
upon the Gulf. Steamers sud sail vessels may be seen almost 
any h ur in the day. We bail scarcely entered the 
house when Mr Webb commenced tbe task of de¬ 

stroying my night’s rest by telling me that the deer were i 
eating up the sweet-poUto vines at the homes of hl< two suns-ln- ' 
law, only a mile from here In opposite directions, and that they 1 
would be very glad to have them killed off; that sand-hill 
cranes, white egrets. Ibises, etc., wore plentiful around the pouds i 
from oue to three miles from bis house; that on South Creek, 
three miles sway, alligators are uumerons; that bis two sons who 
arc now away from home, but will return In a day or two, are i 
enthusiastic and successful sporlsmen, and that they will be glad ' 
to pilot me to all tbe best shooting and flshlug grounds In the i 
neighborhood; that they will go with me lire bunting and Are fish¬ 
ing at night, and many other things equally Injurious to tbe t 
mental equilibrium of so enthusiastic s devotee of tbe rod and 
gun as myself. We spent the evening discussing these and other 
Interesting topjps, until eleven o’clock, when we retired for tbe 
night, I dreamed all olghlof bunting deer and fishing, and many 
were the noble specimena of the antlered and finny tribe that 
fell vlctlma to my powers, that night. 

I aroae at daylight the next morning and called Captain Maurice i 
Lancaster to come on deck. He responded promptly and ac- i 
cepted my Invlutlnn to remain with me and spend a day or two o 
flsiJng. We rigged our tackle aod aftor a square breakfast baa- n 
tlly eaten, boarded the “Sky Lark," and sailed across the bay t 
Into Little Sarasota Pass for our first day’s fishing. As soon as p 
we entered the Pass I attached so artificial minnow to my line tl 
and cast out for a troll. I bad scarcely reeled out halt of my n 
two hundred and flfty feet of line, when whiz-z-al It wont across h 
Hie paaa sad beck to the other side In lees time than It tekes to p 
tell It. Maurice luffed up and ran In to shore. I was using light b 
tackle, and finding that I bad a game llah to deal with, I was li 
rompelled to play him a few mlimtea before attempting to land li 
biro. I soon wore him out soffideotly to. be able to bring him li 
aboardt wheo I found him to be a handtotoe •peelman of tbe Coe- e' 
alU, locally known aa tbe Jack fish.

11 he went tix fe»t Into the air and shook himself like a wild colt 
:8 strlT ng to break the lariat with which he Is caught I But no, my 
mettley little friend, you are securely hooked. My line stands 
n firm, and you must abide the consequences. He comes back Into 
the water, with a terrific splash and starts directly toward me, 

8 and with all possible speed I reel In. He passes me, and by tbe 
y time he cornea Uul above I have a hundred feet or more of the 
line In hand. Then he Jumpe again, displaying bis rich silvery 
I- form In the bright sunligbt, each time increasing my anxiety to 
e inake sure of my prize. As he starts down tbe Pass again with 
il the speed of the wind, I thumb the line again, but In spite of 
that and the drag, he takes It all out before he stops, and again 
e rises high lu tbe sir. There la no sulking here, as with almost 
0 every other variety of game fish—It la all go, and that of tha 
, most vigorous quality. He ran constantly for thirty minutes be- 
1 fore ho showed any signs of weakening, but finally waa 
1 compelled from sheer exbausliou to give up the 
p fight when I land d him on shore. He proved to be 
, what tbe natives call tbe “ bony fish,” and what the Bshama 
I Islanders call the “ ten pounder.’’ I have been unable thus far 
« to leurn tbe proper name of the species, but be that what It may, 

- he is by far tbe gamiest tlsb I have ever caught, and I have 
1 caught nearly every variety of fresh water fish on the continent. 

I He has greater strength and greater speed than any fish of his 
t silo I ever saw. This oue was eighteen laches long and weighed 
flve uud a half pounds, lo form It bears so ue resemblance to 
the pike or muskalonge of the northern waters, but Is somewhat 
thicker In proportion to the length. The back Is of a pale blue 
color, aod the sides are of a bright, silvery grey. The scales are 
as large as those of the mullet. It Is not considered eatable at 
all here, on account of being so full of small bonea, but I am In¬ 
clined to think that It would be very psIaUble If this difficulty 
could be gotten over. I caught four of them during tbe day, and 
burned several little blisters on my thumb, the marks of which I 
expect to wear for several weeks, as relics of this, the finest day’a 
fishing I ever enjoyed. 

We trolled through tbe entire length of the Pass, a diatanoe 
of three miles, and caught fish as fast as we could handle them. 
At the mouth of the Pass we pulled up to a high bank where the 
water v*a,s about six feet deep, and saw large schools of mangrove 
snapper (a fish resembling In shape our black bass) sporting 
along the bank; but we had no live minnows with us, and no 
other bait would tempt them, so wc were compelled to paaa 
them until another day. 

We then pulled across to the opposite side of the Pass where 
the surf was ruiiulng, and fished an hour, for red flah. For 
these we uscil cut halt (mullet is best) with heavy leads cast out 
aa far as possible, and I-t the hook lay on the ground. We 
caught a number of very fine ones weighing from four to tlx 
pounds, and about three o’clock pulled up and went home well 
satlsfled with our day’s work. We had over a hundred pounds 
of fish. Including, besides those mentioned shove, drum, tbeeps- 
hesd, gruuters and sea-trout. 

I shall never forget this day’s sport, no matur what other 
rich or varied aports 1 may enjoy lo tbe future, so great waa tbe 
verlety of fish caught and so exciting the nature of the fishing. 

For lusUiice, 1 was trolling for sea-trout, but when I ho^ed 
a fish I never knew what It was until I got It op to tbe boat. 
The same state of affairs existed when fishing with cut halt for 
red fish.

Tbe fish fungus has long been known, and I have had the luck 
to And In Sir William Jardine’s Naturalist’s Library (" British 
Fishes—richthyology,’’ Tol IV,) the following Interesting ac¬ 
count of what was knowtaof It In 1848: 

“It seems ascertained that vegetable parasites exert their 
deadly agency on every class of tbs animal series from man 
downwards, and more espedally, perhaps, on fishes. They are 
usually designated paraiMe/impl, and all consist of Cryptoga- 
mons plants. In their simplest form, as seen In mould and mll-

absolutely contradictory. Thus, for instance, tbe evidence on 
the Tweed seems to point to the cause being pollutions from fac¬ 
tories, but this cannot be right, as in the Esk there are no pollu¬ 
tions, In tbe Annan no pollutions, and In a river in British Co¬ 
lumbia certainly no pollutions, and yet there Is disease in all 
these rivers. 

Again, the overcrowding argument would seem to be weakened 
by the evidence given at Ayr, which went to show that tbe Doo 
is not overcrowd^, and at Keswick “ Little Rod” Informed us 
that tbe locality whence be took tbe flsh be sent me is not over¬ 
stocked. If I had space I could enlarge on tbe curious way evi¬ 
dence given at one place was contradicted at another. 

Treatment. —It is impossible to treat all medical cases alike, 
though It certainly must be advisable to treat each one according 
to tbe special idiosyncracles, plus the general observation of the 
rules of common sense. The flrst general rule, therefore, will 
be, of course, to remove tbe dead fish which remain in tbe river 
after having succumbed to the disease. I was amased to find 
that dead fish hitherto had been allowed to avcumuUte. Thus 
we were told by one witness that he had seen a very large num¬ 
ber of dead kelts above one weir in tbe river Tweed. 

A correspondent, “ J. W. N.,” writing from Coldstream to tbe 
.BrrisicluAire JVsuM, in May, says: “ The extent of this evil may 
be Judged from the fact that only a few days ago, out of an ex¬ 
tent of water not over half-a-mlle, no less than forty-three (I) 
dead and decaying salmon were taken out. Giving the same 
number to every half-mile from Kelso to Berwick It would give 
a total (say over twenty-five miles) of 8,150 Ssbl enough to 
create disease and kill all the salmon in tbe Tweed, and raise 
cholera among those who drink tbe water." 

It would appear that it is contrary to the law of Scotland to 
take de^ kelts out of a river. A 
witness at Annan informed us that 
“ if he found a salmon with fungus 
on the shore hu|would throw it Into 
tbe river again, because they would 
get sixty days for lifting a dead fish." 
Another witness Informed us that the 
first symptom of tbe disease was 
that many fish were lying dead in the

I 
say this advisedly, because when in- 
jg, spectlng a certain fish-breeding place 

I observed a large lump of horseflesh, 
covered with a cotton-like fungus, not 
unlike In external appearance tbe 
laprolegnta, and It Is more than probable that this lump of 
horseflesh might give fish tbe disease. At all events decompos¬ 
ing animal matter, In whatever form It may be, should nut be 
allowed to remain In tbe water affected, or likely to be affected, 
by tbe salmon disease. 

When we look to the economy of nature, we find that nothing 
Is sent that has nut some useful oQice to perform, thus:— 

“ Fungi and Insects have not inap’Jy bMo called * the scaven¬ 
gers of nature,’ fur both labor, and with astonishing effect. In 
tbe removal of refnse matters which, were they left on the sur¬ 
face ot the earth would be found not only useless Incumbrances, 
but Injurious tenants. The fungi are, for tbe most part, parar 
sitic plants, and chiefly grow on dead or decaying substances. 
These they help to disintegrate and dissolve, and speedily re¬ 
move, converting the exuvlie of one generation into manure and 
vegetable mould for tbe support and sustenance of tbe next." 

Thus we find whole trees eaten up by fungus. Dry rot In 
timber Is a fungus, and tbe corks of wine-bottles frequently 
break up under tbe action of a parasitic vegetable growth. 

There It, however, one comfort; we have a certalued beyond a 
possibility of a doubt that tbe SapruUgnia ferax Is a fresh-water 
disease, and never occurs in the salt-water. Tbe reason is obvious 
to me, and it Is that this fungus Mlves naturally In fresh-water, 
and that talt*water Is fatal to It- Knowing this, therefore, every

Whatever tends to crowd the fish in tbe river should be avoided 
From what I learnt, in the Spring ot the year the salmon kelts 
congregate In great numbers above the weirs In tbe Tweed. 

This certainly Is wrong. Their passage over the weirs sbdhid 
be assisted in every way. This might easily be done by shut¬ 
ting tbe mill hatches connected with the weirs whenever tbe mill 
Is not at work; the superfluous water would then flow over tbe 
welr,and assist the kelts to get to tbe sea.

we not fairly accept It as the conseqaen ce of high hrf>edlng, over¬ 
feeding, and overcrowding! We all keep too many. In conse- 
qoence of the Intense fascination there Is In breeding dogs of the 
best blood, whilst we are always thinking of breeding more pop¬ 
pies to beat the last, and we are always feeUng disposed to keep 
them all for fear that we may be destroying a diamond In the roagb. 
Thas they Increase too fast, and I think If people In the future 
do not look to this they will And that their endeavors for bene- 
dclal resalts will prove the ruin of their kennels. To remedy such 
evils must necesslute Increased care and study. Wo must study 
breeding to know bow close we can go to any particular strain, 
and whether all strains will bear the same amount of Inbreeding 
as others, and wo must be careful about the spread of disease. 
It will not do to be ludifferent about mange, whilst we can never 
be certain what sort of skin complaint It Is, and the plan most 
be always to be guarding against anything of the so t hy great 
cleanliness beli.g preserve*!, and by employing tne most natural 
means possible for preserving the dog In perfect health. We 
know that the ordinary bouse pet that Is allowed to run about as 
be likes seldom has mangeor anything the matter with his skin, 
and we may, therefore, conclude that he cleans himself when he 
has the opportunity, and the exercise he lakes of his own accord 
U sufficient to keep him In health To keep many together, 
then, Is exactly In opposition to the lasl-named principle; and fO 
when wo are obliged to do so, we must do everything we can 
think of to counteract the eSecIa of an unnatural condition. This 
Is done with hourds, as the only way to keep them In cniiditiun 
Is to kee p them out a great many hours a day. Then they sro 
not, as It were, breathing each other, and It Is this iireatb, I 
believe, that Is the origin of a great many dog diseases. A

Clark and Robbins, of Ssekett's 
Harbor, N. T., are not only large 
dealers In flsh, but close and accu¬ 
rate observers as well. They write 
ns; “The attempt to Introduce 
the shad Into the waters of Lake 
Ontario has not been succesaful. 

There la no considerable quantity 
of them taken here, the ratio of 
them to the other flsh not amount- 
lug to one In 600,000. We have 
paid fishermen In our Immediate vl- 
einlty over $40,000 for flsh within 
the past twelve months, and not 
more than one doien shad were 
taken In all this quantity. Thoee 
taken were not In full vigor of 
health or lustre, but bore marks of 
weakness and decline. We could 
not discover that genuine flavor 
peculiar to the shad taken in the 
Connecticut or the Hudson, and 
epicures pronounced them far lufe- 
itor.” 

A FiiH Stort for the Cochtrt 
Store. —A Scotch terrier, belong¬ 
ing to a gentlemaa In Eldors, Iowa, 
accompanied bis master fishing the 
other day. While the latter was 
eaUng a lunch, the dog noticed the cork, fifty feet away,

ur " LEATHERHEAD," IN “ BELL'S LIFE.” 

The Increased Interest that Is taken nowadays In bree<ltiig 
dogs commands much attention to the subject which relates to 
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best, altboogh when #r»t brought Into qunrten they ere 
beet for site by the butchers’ or the mlllete' poppies. Those reered 
et home ere often eery neet end cleeer looking, bat 
they here often too much the eppeerence of Indies 
end gentlemen to give one the Idee of business. 

It hee so heppened tbet this yeer I wented to reer j, 
six setter popples Insteed of four for my own keeping, so 
elthough I here entertelned e prejudice egeinst welks, I mede up -p 
my mind to find one just for e brece. My choice fell upon e 
good-netured looking young grocer, the posseesor of e f «t pony 
end two heppy looking little curs I wss sure he liked enimels 
from these signs ; so, efter eery soon coming to en egreement, I 
took him Into my gerden, where six whelps, ebout ten or eleren 
weeks old, were running about. (I do not keep meny flower 
beds In this perttculer gsMen, es I like the look of gress.) As It 
was, the young tradesmen picked out Just the two I wanted him 
to, es they were the ones 1 cared least about, on account of their 
pedigrees. He took them straight away In his cart, and their 
home wss a beautiful village In one of the most healthy situations, 

I should say, in England. As regards Instructions, I gaye hardly 
any. I told the young man that all they waqtod was plenty of 
grub, to be let run about as they like all day, with a covered 
place to go into at night, but that be need not bother himself 
about them, as If they died they died, and wo could easily And 
more puppies. My four at home have had more than usual 
care, as I have fancied them a good deal, and so has my man, 
so that In wet or rough weather their habitation has boon a 
loose box, etc., and they have been spared nothing. I went to 
see the brace of walked ones, I think, twice, and found them 
running about In the road, looking fat and well, bright In their 
coats, and the only thing I could have objected to was their 
lodging bouse, which was a middling sort of a stable, not over 
clean, but I made no complaint on this score, as the appearance 
of the puppies fairly Indicated that no fault should be found. 

I learnt that they regularly ran after the grocer’s cart when he 
went his rounds In the morning, and to this also I made no 
objection, and so they have lived, I tbink, for nearly flve | 
mouths, when one Is returned, as she is getting a little play- 
fully Inclined towards poultry. To compare her with the home¬ 
reared ones, I And every point In her favor. She Is about the 
same sire, but Is a deal more developed In her growth, and a 
deal stronger. In playing with the others she knocks them over 
like nlne-plns, and such a mover I have not seen for many a 
day. The only bother Is that I have no place high enough to 
keep her In, as she Jumps over everything, accounted for by the 
kind of loins I like to see, whether on a dog or a horse. A 
funuy ooe she may be to teat In field tiiata If she only breaks 
nicely, and I must say that she has impressed me very strongly 
as to the sound policy of putting them out to walk 
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CHAPTER I. 

HISTORICAL AND LITBRART. 

As In former works relating to dogs but small attention 
bas been devoted by the authors to the modes of clMslflcatlon 
sdoDtcd by the earlier writers on the subject, a brief notl^ of 
the prlnclMl cannot but be of Interest. As to later works. In 
several encyclopsdlss there has been an attempt made to classify 
the different varieties, but such classification has, so far as our 
observation carries us, iovarisbly been founded on the atructuiwl 
development of the different breeds alone, and not unfrequently 
on comparison with the characUristlcs of other animals, little or 
no stwnUon having been paid to the various temperaments and 
capabilities of the several breeds. Visitors to the great shows 
of the present day, on the contrary, must be struck by the ex¬ 
treme simplicity of the arrangement of the cataloguee, which In- 
vwlAbly divide the candidates Into two dlvlslonsy nimely> one for 
sporting, and one for npn-aporting dogs. In our opinion tols la 
an ample distinction, for all practical purposea; since In the 
present day. In conaeqnence of dogs being so much letter under- 
s^ than they formerly were, the uses and capabilities of each 
breed are well appreciated by those at all Interested In them. 
Moreover, the large Increase In the number of bi^s (owing to 
tbemsnufsciure of so many new varieties of late years) bu 
rendered an elaborate classification undesirable, as being likely 
to complicate Instead of fa. lllUtlng the task of distinguishing 

between the various breeds. ... a . 

The majority of the earlier writers on the dog, however, Mopt 
different classifications In the lists of dogs published by them, 
and these, being of some considerable historical Interest, we pi^ 
pose recapitulating; whilst due attention shall be glve^o the 
Kieutific division of Cuvier, In which the structural develop¬ 
ment of the dog la compared with that of other mmmals. 

Before turning our attention to the various works on the dog 
which have from time to time appeared In our own language, we 
may mention that In the earlier part of the Cbriatlan era only 
two races of dogs ont of the aUteen or seventeen known to the 
ancients, are sUted to have been recognized by them as hunting 
docs These were creybounds, and docs huntlnc by sceot. 
A^lan. however, also called the younger Xenophon, who wrote 
In the year A. D., 130, affirms that dogs hunting by sight and 
not by scent were quite unknown In the time of Xenophon we 
elder. At the same lime Arrian, in his work above alluded to, 
most sccurstely describes our modern greyhound; and the anon¬ 
ymous trsnsUtor of this writer, who has been the means of ren¬ 
dering his works so popular, fairly shows the dog to be of Olttc

Museum, enUUed the “Mayater of G»nio." 

Edmund de Langley. ThU work wss published In the fourteenth 
century, tnd deals principally with hunting snbjecte, though 
frequent allusion Is made to dogs therein. ..... 

The earliest printod work In the English language In which the 
various breeds of dogs then In existence are referred to, te the 
“ Book of Field Spotta,” written by Dame Juliana Berners, Prloi^ 
ess of Sopwell Nunpery, In Hertfordshire This lady, who was 
born about the end of the fourteenth century, thus ex^^sees her¬ 
self In the above work-,—“Thyse ben the names of honndea, 
fyrste there la a gAiboau, a bastard, a mengrell, a maatlf, a 
lemor, a spanyel, rsebes, kenettys, teronrea, butchers bonud^ 
dun^ll dogges, tryudelUyllee, and pryckeryd ourrySjand sroalle 
ladj^Boppees that here awaye the fleea.” From thlscatal^e 
It would appear that the list of dogs which came under Mlaa 
Berners’ notice was a very limited one. It la, towever, an li^ 
portent one; Inasmuch as It shows that many of the breeds rf 
dogs then In exUtence have retained at least their names until 
this present time. In spite of the vast Incresae In number of

Gervaso Markham and Nicholas Cox, In the works they pub- t 
llsh, allude chiefly to sporting dogs and their functions, at the , 
same time making the amalleet allusion to such varieties ss did , 
not enter Into their sports. The writings of these anthers can¬ 
not therefore be considered as standard works on the dog, nor do p 
they apparently profess to be so. b 

Since the time of Linnieus several of the above varieties have , 
apparently ceaaed to exist, while others have become amalga- , 
mated with each other, bnt It Is still evident that many breeds „ 
alluded to by the Swedish naturalist are the originators of simi¬ 
lar varieties in existence at the present day. 

In Daniel’s “ Book of Rural Sports,” published la the early 
part of the [.resent century, a subdivision of British dogs Into the 
three following sections appears:—A. ' The most generous kinds; 

B. Farm Dogs; C. Mongrels. Of these the former Is again sub- ] 
divided Into three subdivisions—vis , (1) Dogs of chase; (3) i 
Fowlers; (8) Lap-dogs; In fact, the clsMlflcatlon of Dr. Cains Is i 
exactly carried out by the writer. i 

Daniel's work also reproduces a very curious genealogical ] 
table of Ihe different races of dogs which Buffon drew up, in i 
which all are described as originating from the sbeep-dog. ThU 
theory scarcely demands coDtradiction \ but we append the table, I 
which Isof considerable Interest at representing tbe Ideas of that i 
great naturalist. 

Tbe arrangement adopted by Cuvier Is regulated, aa we have 
said before, chiefly by the structural development of tbe varioua ' 
breeds. He divides the canine world Into three groups—uamely, 
Mattus, Spaniels, and Dognes. ’ In considering the first group— 
matins—be observes that the anatomical charseterof the division 
are—head more or leas elongated, with tbe parietal or side bouee 
gradually drawing toward each other. In tbU category bs In¬ 
cludes tbe Dingo or New HoUaud dog, the Moloasna, the DauUb 
dog, tbe lesser DsnUta or DalmsUsn dog, Scotch and Irlah grey¬ 
hounds, Italian greyhound, and tbs boarbonnd. 

Spaniels, or tbs second group, have the head only moderately 
elongated, and the parietal bones do not approach each other, 
but swell out so IS to enlarge tbs eelebnl cavity. In this dlvla- 
lon. In addition to the various breeds of spaniels, there are In¬ 
cluded Newfoundlands, Alpine tpanlele (this breed U deecrlbed 
se partaking of tbe sppearanee both of a Newfoundland and rate- 
tiff, and no doubt belooged to tbe St. Bemerd cpeolee, from tbe 
stortee related concemlug their rescue of benighted travelers), 
the bound, the sheep-dog, and the wolf-hoood,

Bewlefc’i work U eblefly valuable on aoeonnt of tbe eagravlnga 
oontelned In It, aa the letter-preea to sloaaly follows tbe dfete of 
former writers. The lUnstratlone, bowever, render thla book 
highly lutereetlng. 

BsvlDg now enumerated moct. If not all, of the earlier writers 
upon tbe dog, and tbe dlvtstous created by them, and baring 
already expreated the opbalon that tor praaent practical pur¬ 
posea tbe division of sporting dogt from tbeir non-sporting rela¬ 
tions It sufllclent, we may now proceed to tbe practice details of 
our subject, adhering to this work In tbe divisions adopted by 
tbe leading show committees In tbe srrangemeut of their cate- 
lognea. 

Tbe Btnglejr Terrier. 

BT “coBsmoox." 

I have 00 Intention of setting up s new breed, or to claim that 
I have manufactored one; 1 merely t^ the liberty of giving 
wbst appears to me a tulteble name to an old and eatebltebed 
variety manufactured by aecldeot or design, probably before I was 
bom. The dog I allude to baa already got ” a local bablutton,” 
and names enough to pick and choose from, and yet I have 
ventured to give him another In my gallery of “ dogs of tbe 
day.” 

My reasoDt for doing to are that BIngley terrier is a more ready 
name and leas confusing than some of hla cognomens—" broken- 
haired or working terrier,” for instance, by which title be Is 
called In dog show cataloguee; a came which, althongb correctly 
descriptive of my BIngley terrier, la equally so of quite a legion 
of Brlllab dogs that differ from him widely In many points. 

Then I have so many precedents tor adopting a local name. 
There la the Yorkshire terrier, that was vcont to t e called tbe 
Scotch terrier, and still Is by some committees of shows and 
others, for no apparent reason, except that It Is so unlike the 
Scotch terrier proper; the Aberdeen terrier, a varmint little dog, 
which the Scotch Terrier Club also call the.. Scotch terrier, and 
also probably for no other reason than that he Is not; there la, 
too, tbe Manchester terrier, the Bedlingtou terrier, snd otberK 
with cognomens borrowed from the locslltlea whence they sprung 
or where they abound. I might. It la trae, have called It with 
much propriety the Airedale terrier,for the Agricultural Society “of 
that Ilk’’ appear to have at thclt shows taken him specially under 
their fostering care;but then they make BIngley their headquarter*, 
and at BIngley show of all othera. In my experience, he la to be 
met wl'h In much strongest force, beth In quantity and quality. 
Or, yet again, I might have called him “The Waterside Terrier,” 
for by that also he Is known well, and a very applicable name It 
la for this rough-and-tumble customer, who Is equsllv bsppy wot 
or dry, snd U not to be excelled In questing and hunting, either 
game or vermin, by land or water ; but, applicable aa It Is, I fear 
the partisans of several other kinds would, with g(X)d show of Jus¬ 
tice, lay equal claim to It, and, what la more, prove their right; 
so, although he may bo—Indeed, la—pur aeeUtnee the waterside 
terrier of hla native valet, I cannot give him an exclusive right to 
tbe tlUe, snd fall back on my selection, the BIngley terrier, as be- 
I Ing at once short, unambiguous, dlallncUve, easily said—which 
Is In Itself no mean advantage. 

The “ Biugley Terrier,” as I sbsll call the dog, gives one the 
tmpreeslonof beings sort of giant relation of the Dandle Dln- 
mont and the Bodllngton. That be has a lot of hound blood In 
him, whether tbe Infusion be recent or remote, there can be no 
doubt, and I bold that both of the other breeds have the same. 

’ He la considerably larger than either, ranging from 851b to 451be., 
very strongly bntlt, the riba rounder, and the haunches wider and 
more muscular than tbe Bedllugton, and he Is much longer In 
the leg, snd consequently proportionately shorter In the body

‘ snd the whole head Is large; the ears fall close to tho cheeks, 
rather wider and shorter for the size of the dog than lu either of 
■- the other two breeds; the neck rather strong than neat; the whole 
body stout and compiwA, and good muscular sbonlilets, over nsc- 

- ful, straight, strong legs and good feet; the hind quarters are 
Arm and .quare, Bnlahed off by a thick, coartlsb tell, docked to 
about fllii.or Tin.; the coat Is a right-pseful one, short and broken, 
much harder to the feel than It looks, being a good mixture of 
hard and soft hair, and, In fact. Just the coat to get dry after an

A few feel 
fnrtber be le again atopped and naked the pedigree end hletorr 
of some aokoown dog In some remote place, wblcb be most 
answer as promptly and accurately as the boy who lias lust mas¬ 
tered tbe alphabet. If be by chance omit tbe letter of e man'e 
name In a cominuolcallon the said party baa suffered a mortal 
wrong, for by spelling Thomson wltbout a p, be baa confounded 
Mr. Tbompaou, of Hardscnble, with Mr. Thomson of Now York, 
or Wm sersa, and each one le an Injured Individual. If be ex¬ 
punges from a communication some gross personal alluilon, be 
has ruined tbe article, made the writer appear like a fool and Is 
siding with the party on tbe other tide.

Pullman Palace cor. 

No belter evidence of how tpoce cao be otlllied eoold be 
found, then tbe City of Worcester. Besides the Interior of the 
car. In which la a kitchen, capable of cooking for a large number, 
e refrigerator for keeping tbe articles of food required for Imme¬ 
diate use, closets for crockery, glassware and table linen, a parlor, 
eating, sleeping and dressing apartments, tbe bottom of tbe cor 
Is fitM up In departments to carry ammunition, lee, vegetables 
and other edibles, sod clothing and other things necessary on tbe 
trip; and the rear platform of the car Is enclosed with an Iron 
railing, with gates to get on and off, and auppllee a kennel for 
the do^ 

Equipped with e Bret-closs cook end steward, and well provis¬

MR. CHAS. HALLOCK-SPORTINO JOURNALS. 

Tbe last Issue of the Forat and Slr»m contained Mr. Hal- 
lock's valedictory. The announcement of Mr. Hallock’e retire¬ 
ment from the editorial chair of Fumt and Stream was no doubt 
a grant surprise to many, and was to us when we became aware 
of It, through a letter received from him, some ten days previous 
to It being publicly announced. 

Mr.Hallock was tbe founder of Fortttand Strum. A facile snd 
a strong writer, and an Indefatigable worker, be built tbe ForttI 
tMd SIrtam up to wbat It Is to-day. So thoroughly did tbe paper 
reBect tbe man that the Forut and SIrtam was Charles Hsilock; 
to mnch so that It was not necessary at any time to be told of bis 
abtenee, for tbe columns of the paper plainly Indicated It. It will 
be dUncolt, If poesible, to supply bis place; and his large circle of 
acqualDtances, of whom bis constituents In a great measure con- 
slated, will miss him greatly from tbe editorial chair. 

While as Journalists pursuing the seme path, aome sharp con- 
tToveriiea have occurred between Mr. Hallock and onraelves, 
peteonally we have bad a great regard for him, and recognised 
him alwaya aa a man of culture and ability, and an honorable op¬ 
ponent. We therefore regret to loee him from the Journalistic 
nnka. 

The fatal error Hr. Hallock made was In consolidating his 
paper with tbe Jiod and Oun, a bankrupt concern which had 
leally come to the end of Its rope, and could not any lonuer have 
dnwn from Ite Bnanclal backers, who bad become disgusted with 
It and bad determined not to contribute any further to Its sup¬ 
port. Had Mr. Hallock waited but a week, or two at the most, 
the Hod and ffun would have been compelled to suspend; snd 
Mr. Charles Sumner’s objection to tbe purchase of Cuba, for 
the reason thst It would ultimately fall Into tbe American apple- 
basket, would have held good with Mr. Hallock. He would have 
got hli proportion of the few subscribers tbe paper bad Just tbe 
same ae by eonsollditlon. Taking this view of the question, we 
refused the offer of couiolldatiun with the Jiod and CJun at tbe 
Baltimore show tbe previous January. 

Mr. Hallock, therefore, gained neither subscribera, luflneuce 
nor brains by the conaoltdatlon, for tbe two men with brains on 
the Hod and <?un, Mr. Humphreys, and Colonel Skinner, wbuae 
connection with It dated back a short period before the fusion, 
did not go with the consolidation. It was altogether a great 
mistake Mr. Hallock made; and tbe stockholders of Horst! and 
Strtam will era tong fully realixe tbey have made as great a mis¬ 
take Id conaenllng to bis retirement. 

In no branch of business Is competency more ueceesary then 
In Journalism, and In no branch of Jonrasllsm more than In 
■porting Journals. Tbe competition for supremacy, and with 
some to keep olive, Is keen, end of necesalty, for tbey ore more 
freqaently Isbure of love than of pn>Bt. Under any ctreumstan- 
oet tbe remuneration Is not commensurate with tbe hard labor, 
and axpendlmreof brains and money necessary. 

The American sportsman Is an epicure In hla literature. He 
most have the choicest and a variety. Tbe most lotereetlug sub¬ 
ject, no matter bow much Information la to be derived from Its 
dIscnsslOD, be tlree of In a very abort time, and soon tbe 
editor receives a eeries of postal cards with the polite request to 
“give os a rest,’’ “choke off," “sitdown on,'’ or some similar 
treatment for those engaged In tbe controversy^ Correspond¬ 
ents, too, forget the ameuitlesdue each other. The man who In- 
ttmates that retrieving Is objectionable la treated by some 
captions Individuals as tbougb be were the veriest dog thief 
living. He who hss tbe temerity to sdvocate bammerlesa guns 
takes the chances of being charged with having formed a recent 
partnership with all of the undertakers, and mannlacturers of 
monrolng goods, and with being a conapirator against the ao- 
cnied fonda of Insuranoe companies; In short, be la vagnely 
hinted at, If not In tbe published communication, In a private 
letter to tbs editor, as a blood-thirsty fellow whose object Is 
wholesale murder. Should he advocate some emoll-bore guns, 
email chargee and smell shot, be Is regarded aa an artful dodger, 
who retorts to a trick to get others Into a trep^bootlng con¬ 
test, ao equipped, that be might, with e large-bore gnn, large 
chargee and large ahot, ecoopthem; while, on the other hand, 
ihoold he advocate large-bore guns, large charges and large 
•hot, he Is beyond doubt paid a commiselon by the powder end 
shot manufactnrerf. In short, a foreign motive Iseeen In every¬ 
thing he does; and the consequence It, some of tbe beet writers 
and most practical sportsmen of the day are deterred from writ¬ 
ing, since tbey do not core to moke themselves a target for every 
weep who sees Bt to sting them, and tbe general 
public loee mnch Information, and the unfortunate 
editor la driven to bis wite’ ends to supply their 
lose. This le a great misfortune, ae It keeps locked np a 
large mass of Information. It la only by dlscnsslon that tbe 
practical and beneflclal can be eliminated from tbe Impractical 
and nseleoa. But, nnfortanately, lo few can enter Into e dle- 
Goaslon wltbout becomli g personal; to differ with some Is to 
have committed tbe most unpardonable crime; and while the 
oommnntcatlone are shorn, by the bine pencil of the editor, of 
their most objectionable personalities, yet to direst them entirely 
of them, or the personal odor pervading them, would be toeicinde 
the entire article. Human nature la cold and cruel In argument, 
and never to happy as when driving a dagger Into aome vital 
port, or ripping open some old wound. The gaping, bloody 
wound of on adversary Is a sight that tbe argumentative 
wasp gloats over. Does It ever occur to them captions 
Indlvldoals, who ere so ready to Jump at tbe throat of those who 
dare to differ with them, tbet tbey ere Just oe likely to be wrong 
■a those to whose statements they take exception. A dlscnsslon 
on an Interesting topic, condocM In si gentlemanly manner. Is 
enjoyable, bnt the moment pereonalltlee commence argnmant 
eaaaas, and the general reader becomet oe disgusted ea with a 
atfwet Bght. A conlroveny een be briUtont and racy without 
balng psraonal; unfortunately, so few know where the former 
SD^ end the latter oommencoe. 


Never were we more forcibly Impressed with this fact than at 
tbe Paloka trials, where an otherwise Intelligent gentleman was 
surprised that we should profess never to know a spare moment; 
and wben Mr. Oallaglier, of the St. Louis Olobr-Demoerat, de¬ 
clared be could not see how we got through tbe work we did, be 
looked as incredulously at him aa he bad at ni. 

A dally [>a|>er Is easier to publish than a sporting paper, for the 
current events of the day furnish material with which to work. 
A murder, a suicide, an elopement, a robbery, a Are, a death of a 
prominent Individual, all serve to Bll the columns of a dally 
paper, not only at the time, but for days, and sometimes weeks, 
after; but to a sporting psper tbey are of no beiiedt, It not being 
possible to utlllxe them. A sporting paper must condue I's 
columns to the snhJerU It treats of. Being a paper of rec.ird. It 
la compelled to be more accurate. An error In a daily paper la 
easily corrected and ibe paper suffers no bing from It Not so 
with a sporting paper. Before the next week comes around 
thousands of diiUars may have been lust through an erroneona 
statement. Another thing; It la easy to get compositors sntl- 
able for a dally paper; not ao with a sporting paper. In every 
hundred Brst-class men on a dally paper not more than one. If 
as many, would be Bt lo be a compositor on a sporting paper. 
These are not exaggerated statements, but are known by each 
editor to be facts. 

It Is often asked why we cannot have a London FMd. Tbe 
answer Is plain; tbe readers of sporting Journals will not support 
one. A Loudon Fitid can not be published for four dollars a 
year; nor can one live on the advertising patronage the American 
sporting Journals receive. The subscription to the London FUld 
Is seven dollmrs a year; and the advertising rates are twenty-four 
cenlsa line, and ootblng lees than five lines Inserted. And at 
these rates tbe paper bas never, that we have seen, less tUsn 
twenty two pages of advertising—more advertising than the en¬ 
tire sixe of the CTiicaoo Fiau>. In England all brancjfea 
of basinesa advertise In tbe Field. In America tailors, boot- 
makere, grocers, dry-goods morchanta, rewelera, and those In 
other brsDcbea of Industry, save aportlng goods, seem to labor 
nnder the Impression that sportsmen differ from ordinary mor¬ 
tals In not using any of the articles tbey manufact'ire or deal In. 
This Is a pig-headed stupidity that bas never been, If It ever can 
be, driven out of their skulls; even tbe dealers In sporting goods 
are penurious In the extreme in thrlr advertising, and compare 
very unfavorably with the English dealers. 

By a comparison of the literary matter in the London HMd 
with that In tbe Chicsoo Fiilo, the latter does nut suffer; and 
certainly to tbe devotee of the gnn, tbe rod, and tbe dog, tbe 
CaiCAQO ^lELD contalna more Interesting matter and Informa¬ 
tion. Tbe roDtrlbuiloDs to our columns will compare with those 
of the I..oDdon F>ild, or any other sporting Journal in England. 
Tbe editors of American sporting Journals are forced by tbe de¬ 
mands of tbelr constituents to each week confine themselvis 
editorially to the subjects of which tbelr Journals treat, and any 
deviation Is greeted wllh “slush,” etc., “we don’t want tbit; we 
can find It in tbe daily Journala.’’ In the London Field quite aa 
often. If not oftenar, are the editorials on other subjects than 
those relating to sport. American sportaroen forget that the 
subject does not possess sufBciently varying features to permit 
each week of articles with original Ideas; and yet tbe editor must 
produce them. 

The path of the JournaUst, and especially tbe sporting Journal¬ 
ist, Is not strewn with roses, and we have mentioned these facts 
that those who have never given them thought might see them 
IS tbey exist. Many men think that the position of an editor Is 
tbe easiest In the world; nothing to do but write; while Indeed 
an MItor should never write, excepting when the spirit moves 
him, but should devote Ills time to expunging tbe objectionable 
passages from what contributors write, and dictating to hli sub¬ 
editors wbat to write. Unfortunately editors of sporting papers 
can’t Indulge 1 1 the luxury; bowev r, we hope to some day. 
Appropos of this subject the following from the Boston Pott la 
most pertinent; “ A good editor, a competent newspaper con¬ 
ductor, Is, like a general or poet, born, n >t ma le. On tbe Lon¬ 
don dally papers, all the great historians, nov lists, poets, easay- 
tsts and writers of travels have been tried, and nearly all have 
failed. We might aay all, for after a display of brilliancy, brief, 
but grand, they died out, literally. Tbelr resources were ex¬ 
hausted. ‘ I can,’ said a late editor of the Timet to Moore, ' find 
any number of men of genius to write for me, but very seldom 
one of common sense.’ The ‘ Tbnnderers ’ In tbe Timet, there¬ 
fore, have so far as we know, been men of common sense. Nearly 
all sncceaefni editors have been men of this dlsoriptlon. Camp¬ 
bell, Carlyle, Bnlwer and Disraeli failed; Barnes, Sterling and 
Phllllpc sneceeded. A good editor seldom writee for bis paper; 
be reads. Judges, selects, dictates, altera and combloes; and to 
do all this well, be has hot little time for composlilon. To teriU 
fora paper It ont tlUm/, to adit a paper la anoUur." 

These troubles anddlfBcultlee we have meotlooed are, such as 
Mr. Hallock bad to contend with; bis friends, therefore, will 
readily callse, his position was not a bed of roses, especially 
with the annoyances be had to contend with In tbe bustnree de¬ 
partment of bis paper. A Jock-dew In a peacock’s feathers Is ■ 
poor sobstttote for the lordly bird. Incompetency encceedlng 
competency U a burlesque. Mediocrity can not Bll the place of 
superiority. Brelos and business ability only, coo make a paper 
B ■ lecese. Tbe life, the bralne, tbe eultnre, in fact all there was 
of Horsif and Hlrrawt, left, when Mr. Charles Hallock resigned the 
editorial chair. Poor Fortti and Stream-, snrely have hsr evil 
days coma on her.

Every sportsman knows by experience that decant hotel ac- 
commo^tiona are seldom to be found where good sboot'og Is to 
be had. A place where game Is plenty and a hotel good Is tbs 
very rare exception. After a day’s tramp a supper, poor In qual¬ 
ity and meagre In quantity uanally awaits a ravenous appettt^ to 
be followed by a poorer breakfast next morning, to start on a 
tramp with. Indeed so wretched la the food generally, that 
nought but the deioanda of nature enable It to be eaten, and not 
only Is tbe quality Inferior, but the cooking la worse; the food, 
consequently is such, as It would be Impoielble to digest but 
for the open air exercise taken Often, therefore. Is a shooting 
trip defeated of Its health restoring results by the quality of tbe 
food and tbe vile manner In which It la cooked. We have won¬ 
dered that those who pretend to keep resorts for sportsmen should 
not hear lo mind how essential la good food, but this they never 
seem to give the slightest attention. 

Equipped aa the Jerome .Marble party are, tbey escape the dis¬ 
comforts wblcb attend tbe ordinary sportsiiiati, and enjoy them¬ 
selves lo tbe fullest extent. When they reach a place at which 
they wish to remain, the car is awliched off oo a aide track; and 
when they are ready to leave. It la attached to the Brat train pass¬ 
ing, and taken to their next stopping place. Moreover, at many 
points when there are not hotel accommodations, aome of tbe 
very best shooting Is to be lisd, and for tbe very reason that 
there being no place for sportsmen to stop at, the game Is not 
■hot. Tbe Jerome Marble party, with tbelr hotel on wheels, 
obviate tbe difficulty, and are enabled to avail themselves of 
tbs ahooling, by having Ihslr car awitclied off on a side track. 

It Is a surprise to us that sporteineo do nut more generally 
adopt this system, and that our raliro id compsulei do not pro¬ 
vide cars that will enable them to; for Indepeudent of the com¬ 
fort, better opportunities for shooting and greater certainty of 
benefit to health, the extiense Is not ao great as might be sup¬ 
posed. This Foil .Mr. Marble and bis party traveled over 4,000 
miles and were gone over two moat la, and the expense for each 
person was onlyf'JlO; Including tbe hire of teams, Ih - charge by 
railroads to haul the car, food, eervants hire, washing and every 
Incidental expense, excepting amnnitlon, which each provided 
for himself. A cheaper trip, when all thing* are considered. It 
would be difficult to accomplish.

A Tyro’i Shooting Experience*. 

OB* *HOT WniCH BBOUOBT MAMT DOCXS, A»D AXOTBES WBICB

Editor Chicago Field. -—My taste for gnnntog and field 
sports was not Inherited from my father, nor either of my 
grandfathers, none of whom probably ever fired a gun at game 
or a mark a doaen Umea to their Uvea; but nevertheleaa I have 
had that teste ever since I was an eight-year-old, and aa I ap¬ 
proach the old age of youth the taste does not seem to diminish, 
though Indulgence In It Is necessarily restrlcte.1 by clrcnmstencea. 

My flret experience Infield aporta dates back to 1848 7, when 
my “ big brother," then an ardent Nimrod and good ahot, used 
to let me accompany him to hla expeditions, to carry game. 
Many a mUe I trudged along with him, sometimes overloaded 
with a variety of small game, forgetting weariness In the excite¬ 
ment of seeing him shoot, and watching tbe Intelligent perform¬ 
ances of his spaniel dog, Sailor, the best retriever I ever saw 
Aud on# day, when allowed to take my brother’s double-baijel 
gun and fire ray flret shot at game, which was duly baggid, 
my exultation knew no bounds, fald game was a big aucker 
lying motlonllaa to the ahallow water of a creek where they 
abounded, and was promptly brought to shore by Sailor. All 
was game that came to hi* way. I have seen him catch a doaen 
live sockore In a very short time, when they were going over the 
rilBss, snd manifest aa much pride to the performance ss though 
they had been mallards. . 

Uler on, after I had become tolerably proficient to toe use 
of a light single-barrel gun at sUtlonary game, my brother 
bought for me a little double-bsrrsl, which was something of a 
curi^lty. It was about Ifl-gauge, with twenty-two-lnch bairels, 
and on the left side of the stock was a " cheek ” after the fash¬ 
ion of French and German makers. It was said to be a German 
gun for boar banting, and on the right hand barrel was aecurro a 
eoring bayonet, which, when not In use, was turned down along 
tbe barrel, and secured by a catch. When wanted for action, 
Dulling a trigger released it, and It would flap out with consider¬ 
able force, and auotbsr catch would secure It to that piMltlon. 
After a while It got too easy on the trigger, and one day flapped 
out when I ws* loading, hitting me on the wrist and Injuring 
me quite badly, so I had it removed. 

Many houre’ sport had I with that little fusee, and I used to 
get quite " hot" arguing with an old English sportsman shout 
toe distance I could kin with It. Of course, I overretod lU ef- 
fecUveneas, but It seldom failed me at ordinary shooting dis¬ 
tances, and I became comparatively skillful at "on the viIdK 
shooUng. That was before the advent of breech-loader* and 
heavy charges, when all dependerl on accurate aim. 

At that time I was also the owner of an Indian canoe a prlm^ 
Itivo basswood dug-out, one end of which was eo worm-eaten and 
dilapidated that I had to sit well tatorn to prevent being swamped. 

In this craft, vrtth my gun or flsh-spear, I used to spend much 
of my tlm* In the proper season—often when pattr jamUiat sup- 
nosed I was hoeing corn or puUlng carroU. . _ „ , 

Ooe afternoon—I shall never forget It— well, h c -r, I 
shouldered my gun and went for snipe «ionK » bayou ‘bat'was 
near by. After bogging several I noticed that Bocks of duck* 
ware setOIng to at the head of the bayou, some half away. 
There was a den«i growth of wUd rice along the mar^n, and 
toe ground bordering it was merely a crust which tottled down 
at every stop, making It very dangerous walking ; bnt I 
tormlned to have a shot, and after long and careful efforts I at 
length reached a favorable point and peered tbrongb the rushes. 

Great Cmsar, what a sight I The surface of the bayou, not^ 
rod* from me, for a space of several rod* up snd down, was abso¬ 
lutely covered with blue-wing teal, snd more arriving eveo’ 
minute. Waiting a few moments to quiet myself, snd also to 
watch their antics, I took good aim at s^t the “n‘er o t the 
mass, and fired. Then as they rose I pulled the left-hand trigf^, 
when, to my mortlflcatlon, the cap snapped, but the charge did 
not explode I counted eleven docks dead or dying, and three 
with broken wings, and hastened back home for my can^ and 
after half an hoar’s hard paddling throngh th* 11 y-pa.ls, had the 
satUfactlon of picking np the eleven, bnt could not find toe 
three that were winged. 

Bine* then I have shot a great many dneka, never eo many at 
oneehot, however; but to all my experience, I have never 
quite eo elated with aucceea as I was then, when a lad of four- 

** a/o^ Ume I made a shot which might have resul^ dl^ 
trously had I not been a good swimmer. My brotber-ln-Uw 
coming to visit at our house, loaded my gun with ataut the 
tame charge uaed for ordInary-sUed guns, and essayed to shOTt 
a hawk, bnt falling to get a shot, the gnn remained loa^. TCe 
next morning being e bright, etlB Spring day, I took troth epejto 
and gun and paddled up the beyou, ready for fowl or flab, ae too 
low-Iaodt being overflowed, pickerel were easily found sun¬ 
ning themsalTee new the surface.

shorn, lu glory psseed away. One or two bulks of whaling yes 
tels tell the mournful story and explain why silence has settl^^ 
upon former activity and thrift. A calm brwds over d^k, s^et 
a^ house. The cooper’s sUve is unhewed, the calker s ham¬ 
mer unswuug, ihe hum of ship building Is hushed, and the sail¬ 
or’s song UBMng. A few human hulks remain around the docks 
or few cheers’ stores to tell of former deeds, or speculate upon 
vessels or boats passing before their gsxe. What horses are to 
a^untry town, Ixtau are to this village. The merlu of every 
host are knowc to s nlccty. The model of this one, the rig of 
that are critically examined. The skill of the boat-sailor Is dls- 
futi^d with tb“ time spirit a. el«;where the »lroltne« o the 
maltdore Is praised. The victor Is honoro.1, and huml.latlon U 
bestowed on the vsmiulshed. He who wins by skill a yietory In 
rhsrd-conlested race, obulns a laurel wreath as highly prUed 
and as honorable as ho who was crowned lu the Olympic Games 

On the regular annual regatta day, the town Is fairly aiooJte. 

The docks are crowded. Flags are waving from every mast 
and pole, boats dash about the harbor In every direction, w 
thlckW crowded that collisions seem Inevitable. Immense sails 
cover little boats, so that they resemble rather white balloons 
upon the surface of Ihc water. Tbe port la famous [“f 
bMt«. It said A Btranjcer boat caQuot Mil by lu sight of the 
LlKht-House, but at once a duEen boats are lu hot pursuit. l am 
not master of that cuunlug skill that knows by Intuition where 
and when the breexe will blow the hardest; where ihe tide 
courses Its swiftest current, or returns In au eddy, as a hare In 
Ite track; nor how to trim the flowing sails to the nicest exact¬ 
ness to catch the fullest breexe; nor yet to guide the boat by that 
genUe touch upon the helm as soft as the maiden s, whose hand 
calls forth the "voluptuous cadence of ihe Ionian lute . Yet, If 
I was I could not here describe these things, since life Is well- 
nigh too brief to learn them to Ihclr farthest hent. The musician 
could easier relate tho manner of hla song; the artist 
how hU picture was born. Yet I am not altogether Inapt upon a 
racing boat, and can do some fair work In hoisting or trimming 
sails, or changing ballast, and therefore 1 was “ elected " on my 
last race. It wa» years ago. In college days, when life was 
happy and hopes were high ’’ It had been Ulked 
many weeks. Boats from New York, alongshore to Fall 
river were entered. Each one resolved to win. A home boat 
must win, or disgrace would brood over the Haven until, another 
year should wipe out tbe sUlu—so each one was beut on the 
“ cypress or laurel " 

Wehauled our boat out three or four davs before the race, 
scraped and sandpapered her, and pul on a coat of verdigris. 

The sails and rigging were overhaule*!; on tbe morning of the 

race a coat of oil was applied, and the boat was so smooth a fly 
would have laughed to see himself slipping so easily down the 
aide a,he6trugglcdtogetafootbold. Our boat was the crack 
one of the port; our holies were high, aud we bore the benedic¬ 
tions of the village. We were In the first class, with fifteen or 
iUteen boats. There was a first prixe, silver pllcbcr, and second 
prixe, a Bllver cup, and 15 for the last boat In. The day was 
fine, the brecie Just righ^ " fresh," but not overstroug, from the 
southwest. Tbe race course was In the shape of a right-angled 
triangle We beat out southwest throe miles on the by|M>lhe- 
oeosel “dead to windward.’’ to the light ship, then sailed shout 
two miles to the cast and rouuded a buoy, and ran north about a 
mile and a half to tbe starting point Tbe race was three times 
over the course. We got away about eleven o’clock In good 
shape. We had five or six men aboard, and a skipper that knew 
everything. The Imat was In first-class trim, and with no ballast 
but ’• bags "—except, and hereby hangs a Ule—except a tub of 
rum punch. I know not what "fiend fresh from hell 
prompted tbe owner to put that “Jolly Uiwl ’’ on hoard, it was 
a “stone fence," a reef, In fact, and we " brought up "on It. 
However, In telling of this strange ballssl, I must adhere to 
facts, although It mlllUles against the probabilities of things or 
the experience of " ye raidng men ’’ who read this " ancient 
marioer’a " mlihaps. After Ihe sfsut we worked like inen-of- 
wars-men, In perfect time. We look advanUge of every flaw 
and every eddy. We fairly " skinned the shore ’’ to keep out of 
tbe head tide; we lacked In a second. A little channel about 
three rods wide ran close to the shore. On one side of tbe chan¬ 
nel was the shore, on the other thick a«a-wt#d. In this we best 
for nearly a half mile. We would no more lie on our course 
under headway when down went the helm, and we " bout ship" 

In a Jllly. One boat, from a neighboring port, was a few lengths 
ahead of us. We were the leading boats. The others had not 
ventured In this little strait, hut kept out in clearer water, but 
Id stronger head tide. Justice com[lels me to say, the other boat. 

If anything, Ucked quicker than our “ beauty," hat the men 
worked no belter. At the end of this channel we had to stand 
out Into the sound, across the tide to the light boat—and here 
our captain distinguished himself, for tbe captain of the head 
boat, with rare good judgment, allowing for the crou-tide, 
thought he could "fetch” the light boat, and so 
tacked and stood across the sound to the southward. 
Our sailing master, with more prudence, “ stood on ” 
a few rods to tbe westward sud tacked to the wind¬ 
ward of the course of the head boat. We both were beading a 
little to the windward of the “light ship," and we a little to the 
windward of the other boat, and she some eight lengths ahead. 
On neither boat was any one to be seen nor any sound heard. 
Every “ sheet" was trimmed to iu exact tension. The sail or 
tack was about a ball a mile. Had Hie two boaU been tied they 
could not have been more even. Each "held her own" but 
eonld do no more. We were fast approaching tbe " light ship," 
but the busy tide bsd been cutting us to tbe leeward. The head 
boat began to " pinch," tliat Is, sail nearer the wind, and we lie 
gan to gain, as our sslls were more fliled by the breexe. We 
were almost up to the light ship, and now It was evident the 
bead boat would not be able to pass the light ship, but must 
tack again to tbe westward. She could have hit tbe light ship 
In tbe center, so cloee was ahe to her goal. Twenty feet to the 
windward would hive done, hut that apace the lacked. She 
tacked, e.’osaed <rar bow a few feet, sailed to tbe westward 
twenty or more feet, Ucketl again to tbe toutbward and rounded 
the light ship, number two, for our course carried na by the 
light ablp. and ws rniindrd It number one. Then we squared our 
boat for the buoy to l*e eaatwird, slacked the sheets, and 
ftretebed ourselTes from our cramped posMUms We could now 
stand up, at our Uidlea no lunger were an obetacle to the breeie, 
and to retard our boat, but helped aa littia tails to wing tbe 
boat along. This may seem a fine point to a landaman, but of 
fine polnta la racing made up. In a very few mlnntee we had 
Twaebad tbe eeatem buoy. We jibed over and waa mnolng for 


the Btartlng point Our keen adveieary waa dote upon na, for 
In sailing quallMea theboaU were moat evenly matched. Now 
an evil deellny brought out the “ punch.” We were 
" free " and no work to do. One steadied the helm, and the 
mastor looked at the other boat, near by. •"'? 

Each one took hla grog and looked at tbe other boat torongh a 
marine glass. One round more and we were new the ‘'wll^ 
place, and we prepared for work. We, the first boat, rounds 
the BUke boAt iu |c»)od Bhtpe, Anild th« yells of tbe friendly bo* 
holders. The other boat did full aa well, and waa close upon 
us The lug of war was at hand, for In the three mllea l^t to 
the windward all the skill at the masters command would r^ 
qulred. Both boats were closelv watched by Ihoao on bosid, and 
by those on shore,for It eeemcil victory wss between them. On the 
first long Uck we took, the punch went round, for we were 
thirsty from Ibe busy work, and besides It was pleasant, aye 
very pleasant, totlie taste. In fact every long tock mwnt a 
bumper, until long tacks were popular. SillI we were sharp for 
bu-lness, and kept our lead until we came to the strait requir¬ 
ing the quick work. Hera was where fineness of work alone 
could win, and here we lost the lead. It seemed as H H>e other 
boat turned upon a p vot, when she tackml and kept sailing ahead 
all the time. The meu on board of her seemed to do all the work 
by a turn of the hand. No struggle, no noise. We went Into 
the sea weed, on the one side of the channel, two or throe tlmrt; 
we touched uioii the shore, upon the other^slde, once so hard, 
an osr was needed to push our host atiout. The other host bmmI 
tiraugtly met with no such mishap, but seemed to move wito 
grcHler sp. ed. We rounded the light boat number four, but the 
race was not yet iieoessarlly lost. The next two stretches of the 
course were run with " free sheet;’’ and as Ou t»i«» outside WM 
not so cheerful, by so much the more did the bright Falcrnlau 
(would it had been wine) attract us—and the merry cup went 
round and round." We reached the stake Imat No. 3, m we 
had gained a little, the very fine work not being so rcqulslto on 
tbe run home, and our boat’s sjieed kept her near the two head 
bouis. Tbe three N>At8 were ooly a few minutes apart. It wm 
anyone’s race. Sharp work or a little luck would give us Ihe 
leud. At tbe stake boat, our former admirers were ahoutlwg to 
do this and that, and to watch closer. One old sea caplsln, who 
was gnally excited, and whose opinion had much weight with 
our skipper, yelled: “Jack, work up to the light ship In the 
sound, and don't hug the shore, the tide Is slackening, and you 
get a fresher breexe." Jxck, however, was to be caught with no 
such chaff, and for a lime be hugged tho shore, as In the two 
former rounds. However, we did not gain on the head lx.ato, 
hut they rather " drew away from us." We knew we must be 
the first around the “ light ship ’’ for, ba^ng they 

were as fast bouts off the wind aa ours, and could make the run 
back as quick as we. To outmanmuvre them "“f 

cbuDce. Capl. Jack believed In fighting It out with thoiu, Uck 
and tack, on the old course, and said we could bo .econd, If not 
first, boat In. I, with accustomed modesty, suggestod It was 
bet er to be last than second, and this struck a responsive key 
In the breast of the animated crew, and the owner UiKl Lapt 
Jack that was bis view, aud himself would lake the 
blllly of lojlne or uinniog the rsce. IlwAethen decided to Uke 
a long tick to the southward, out Into the sound, and try for a 
fresher breexe. It was putting the race ‘ upon the cast, and w^ 
of course, had "to stand the haxard of the die Weati^ off 
Into the sound. We lookoil upon the boats about us, also on 
“ Ihe cups." fhe tide was running stronger against us than wo 
calculated. The wind slackened. The boats In shore out of the 
tide were creeping fast away to tbe westward. Our feelings 
were changing from tho bright hopes of victory to the gloom 
arising from defeat. As we saw how the laials In shore were 
gaining bv us with a better breeze and less tide, our emotions 
were deeply wrought upon.

I geully murmured, and henceforth this is no r^ of mine; take 
care of the boat as best you can,but beside this ‘ 

I wear out tbe day, and a good way after Falstaff, exclaim¬ 
ing, This sand bug “ shall be my state, this thole pin my 
scepter,” this mainsail ” my crown.” I found surcease 
from the biting diaappolutineut. My log Is no longer accurate. 

I Two or three boats were behind us when we rounded the llgnt- 
Uhlp. It was thereafter a questioit how to go slow. Ac<»rdliig 
to the rules of the race, no boat could stop and thus come in iMt, 
but must keep sailing on tbe course. Every device to Impede the 
I rogress of tbe boat was res^>rted to, and upon Information I 
believe the three boats had an exciting race for the last honors. 

I had seen such things In other days and knew the manner of 
the tactics, but with the things done that day, I had no part, nor 
was I an loteUlgent observer. I had malolained my position by 
“Bacchus* Love** and from that “cotgne of vantage* was 
watching over the welfare of all In the At length some

Sud¬ 
denly Boioc one roused me, and said, “ Oel up and give three 
cUcers for he wlnulng boat ax she passes ua." It required great 
physical effort, but I succeeded sod joined In tbe hearty good 
cheers, and then a merry voles from the other host shonted. You 
would have won If you had not bad s<i many sheets In the wind,’ 
and tbe wlnulng skipper, called ont, “Yon sailed over too many 
seas or you might have had tbe pitcher.”

" Shooting them," I answered. " We have the IS," said another, 
aud bidding the Oanvmede hasten on land aud luveat It In 
"punch," I roamed again over Ihe “awe. t meadows of Aspho¬ 
del,’’ where It la said life has no pangs and no sorrow. omea 
near the heart, and all la peace.

One day I stepped into the olfleo about eleven o’clock, and waa 
told that the B. A. Henry waa ready for sea, and that I must 
sign the papers that day and go aboard. Here I was In a fix, 
my chest not packed aud no way of getting home for nearly two 
hours. I went to tho commlealoner’s office and signed the arti¬ 
cles as seaman, and there 1 got the addltloual comfort that I 
must bo aboard at two o’clock, as she would haul off at that 

’^Tgot home In a hurry packed up In a hurry, said good-bye In 
a hurry, and was continually In a hurry till I reached the vessel, 
a fine barkent.ne of 400 tons, ao<l found that / waa all the crow 
she had, and that, although I migH be a host In myMlf, the cap¬ 
tain would not proceed to sea until the rest of his men had 
turned up, so I had one more good night’s rest. 

Early on tbe morning of the 'JSth of September I was on board 
tbe vessel and ready to go to work, but none of tbe rest of the 
crew bad made their appearance. ... 

The two mates and myself, however, hauled Ihe vessel out to 
the end of the wharf and hauled aboard all the lines but just 
sufficient to hold her. . . 

About eleven, the crew came aboard with their chesta, 
cloibes-bsgs and other dunnage, the Captain arrived In the tug. 
Hues were cast off, salla set, aud wo were fairly under way. I 
thought 80 , at least, but we got only ss far as Long Island, In toe 
harbor, and anchored there for tho night. And now let me de¬ 
scribe tho pUce which to to bo our home for the next six months, 
and the men who are to be our dally companions. 

The “fo’c’stle’’ was about 8 feet fore and aft, H foot wide, 
and six feet high between the beams. On one side wore two 
bunks extending from the partition between the fo’c’sUo and 
galley 6 feet forward and S^feet wide On tho other aide were 
toree bunks of tho same dimensions, tbe lower one being raised 
only a few Inches from the deck. For’ard of the bunks, on the 
port side were two shelves, and on the starboard side tho stove 
and pipe were placed when not in use. Nalls for clothes were 
put wherever there was a chance. The foremast came 
through the fo’c’stle, leaving just room enough to squeexe be, 
tween It and the bunks. A kerosene lamp without a chimney- 
aud a rough wooden bench, completed the furnllnre of the sail¬ 
ors' parlor, dining room end chamber. Two small windows 
without g sss, gave light and air, and, as In bsd or cold weather 
the shutters, together with tho door, had to bo abut, they wore 
hardly ailequate for tho purpoee. 

Cockroaches swarmed everywhere aud In "everything. 
down your oilskin, and the falling roaches made a notoo like the 
patter of tain of tbe deck. All eatables and drinkables bad to M 
carefnlly examined In order to exclude Intruders. The bunks 
that first night will have a place in iny memory forever. After a 
couple of hours' war, 1 dressed and fiutohed tbe night on my 
cbeet. At 4 o’clock In the morning, “Turn ont In hero I man 
tbe windlass I’’brought me to a realising sense of where I was 
sod what lay before me. By breakfast Ume we were once more 
under way, npt to drop our anchor again until we reached Fhll^ 
delphia, whore our cargo waa awaiting on. We had a sllff head 
wind, with rain all that night, and not a wink did one of W got. 
Tbe captain atood at the wheel, and It was “ tack ship " avory 
half hour oV lees. Wo were besting over Nantucket Shoals, m 
we had but aeaot time allowed ua to reach our port. On all 
sldea of ua were llghta, tome on shore, some on vessels at anchor, 
and once In awhUs a red or green light showed that some other 
craft waa working her way sa we were. Hardly would we pt 
tbe hrecee colled clear, iheaheeu aft and tack hauled down,when 
"Reedy about I" would send every man to hto station, then 
" llard-a-Iea," aa the aalto shook and " Mainsail banl " or ’* Let ip 
and baul," aa the wind same on the other aide. Before 18 o'eloea 
my bande were raw and bleeding, and the wet ropee did not make 
them better, but there wae no reel. I had shipped to haul ana 
pull, and do ao I must! . 

Wblls standing on tbe lookout, about 11 o’clock, wtt eao 
tired, a light anddeoly appeared emidal tbe rata and mtot right 


" Light abeed," I lung out. Tbe mate jumped on the to'e'iu* 
lu a teeond. and by tbat Ume tbe yeseel, a aowU tebooum ^ 
aueboe, eould be dtoUncUy aeeuPying aerote our bows, not two

After thet I wes of no use on the lookout Erer; light I sew 
w>s * ship’s light, end I Qnelljr went below to snetcb e smoke end 
e bit of rest We cleered the sboels b; dsyllgbt end berlug e 
Ane breeze, the uezt dejr, Fridey, peee^ Delewere Breekweter 
during the night, end proceeded up the river, with light, feir 
winds, ell ds; Ssturdey, until 10 o’clock In the evening, when 
we were celled out to resume our old sport of tecklng ship; end 
we kept It up till 4 o’clock In the morning, et which time It 
wes brought to eo ebrupt stop by e tittle incident off Newcestle.

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Development of Froge. 

BT W. H. SlIITU, M.O., PU. D. 

Some very interesting questions srise In regerd to the ectlon of 
pbysicel egents upon living orgenlsms. We know thet meny 
entmels shed their due heirs end receive e coerser covering up¬ 
on the epproecb of cold; others htbernete, end birds chenge their 
feetbers; the plent shutout from the sunlight becomes pele end 
puny: the wool of sheep transported to tropicel cllmetes chenges 
to heir, end In verious weys enUuel life Is modlAed by its sur¬ 
roundings. 

Sterling with the feet thet physleel egents exert e vest tndu- 
ence upon orgenized beings, observers beve peld considerable et- 
tentlon to the effect of sueh egencles upon the development of 
frogs. First among these Investigators we mey mention the re- 
seercbesof Dr. W. J. Edwards, of Peris, who, in his work “On 
the Induence of Physical Agents on Life,” states as a result of 
bis experiments that the eggs of a frog will develop In a vessel 
which receives the rays of the sun, but In one surrounded by dark 
paper they do not do well. 

Unfortunately Dr. Edwards does not state the depth of water 
In which the eggs were placed. Possibly this circumstance might 
materially effect the result. In subsequent experiments, how¬ 
ever, twelve young tadpoles were put In a tin box, each In a 
separate compartment, end sunk In the Seine under some feet of 
water. A Uirger number were simultaneously pieced in a large 
aertheru Jar, and sunk In the seme river; they were et perfect 
liberty to rise to the surface and respire, and hence passed 
through their transformation. Of the lot that were In the tin 
box entirely below the surface, ten showed no Indications of a 
metamorphosis, but acquired an unusual Increase of size, some 
doubling or trebling their usual weight. Two only were trans¬ 
formed, end Dr. Edwards concludes therefore that the presence 
of solar light favors the development of these animals. 

In opposition to bis conclusions It may be stated thet the con¬ 
dition under which the twelve tadpoles were placed, was such as 
almost to prevent the possibility of their transformation— tht 
uaUr VMS too dap. They could not et the proper time reach the 
surface, for respiration by the lungs, which Is an essential part 
of thetranaformatlou. We see, therefore, that the conclusion of 
Dr. Edwards did not follow as e necessary consequence from his 
observations. 

John lligginbottom also experimented on the same subject. 
His ova were In part subjected to the light; the remainder of 
them were placed In Jars surrounded with dark cloth. He was 
led by bis researches to just the opposite result from Edwards. 
His spawn In the light were kept at 51 ° F., end in the cloth at 
60°. The ova were placed In their respective positions on 
March 11. On M<} 23, those In calico had become frogs, while 
those In the light did not attain their complete development un¬ 
til twenty-three weeks later, or October 81. Thus It will he seen 
that bis specimens developed, whether In the light or deprived 
of the light; and the prolonging of Ibe time employed in the 
transformation of those In the cellar, lligginbottom attributed 
to the difference of temperature. 

To explain the difference of results reached by the researches 
of Dr. Edwards, Hlgglubottom called attention to the fact that 
the young of frogs only develop In shallow water. For this rea¬ 
son the ^ult female alwaysspawns in water only a few Inches 
deep, usually near the edge of a pool Tbe albuminous matter 
accompanying the ova is at drat very adhesive, and attaches It¬ 
self closely to tbe ground or weeds; but It afterward becomes 
free and Aoats about. Dr. Edwards, unfortunately, bad not 
speclAed tbe depth of water In the vessel which be bad rendered 
Impermeable to light. To show that this cause might account 
for tbe difference of results, lligginbottom tried dve experiments. 
In the Arst, the ova were exposed In water three feet below tbe 
surface; they all perished. In the second tbe water was twenty 
Inches deep, and though tbe ova enlarged somewhat, yet none of 
them developed. In tbe next Instance eight Inches were tried, 
and none of tbe ova passed through the branchial state. For the 
fourth experiment spawn was placed on rocks near the surface 
of the water and developed to the complete formation of tad¬ 
pole*. In tbe Isst experiment ova were placed In two round 
shallow dishes, and nearly all did well. These experiments were 
all tried at the same time and tem|)erature. 

Mr. Blgglnbottom believed that be bad discovered that, at the 
tame temperature, development was equal for the triton and 
frog In light or In darkness. If they be placed in water of equal 
depth. Nor In bis experiments did tbe tadpoles assume an un¬ 
usual size In tbe sbeenre of light. He never obtained a tadpole 
weighing over eight grains, while some In a neighboring pool 
ran from eleven to Afieen grains, and among them those weigh¬ 
ing Afteen grains In the tadpole state were, as frogs, only of 
four and a half grains weight apiece. 

M. Thury plac^ the eggs of tbe frog (/fans Umporaria) under 
equally favorable conditions, except that while some of them re- 
oelved light directly from tbe sun or through colorless glass, an¬ 
other lot wA to placed that It cOuld reach them only through 
green glass. Tbe result was that at tbe end of May the Arst had 
attained* Irngth-of about .16 of an Inch, and on most of them 
the bind legs were well developed, while In tbe second lot the 
length did not exceed .08 of an Inch, and no trace of limb* was 
visible. By June 10, tbe Arst had fore lags, and tome were en¬ 
tirely changed to frojpi; tbe second lot were utterly llmbless, and 
continued In brancblat respiration. By July IS, all the Arst lot 
had oompletad tbeir metamorphosis and become frogs;-the 
aecond then bad no trace of lags, and were all dead by August 9. 

Some of the Arst lot, transferred to the green jar, continued 
(hair tranafonnatlrib, showing tbe effect of the Arst Impulse upon 
development, while a like number of the second, carried to the 
coloriM vessel, tobsequently beoame frogs, thus Indicating that 
Ihe Uvlng Impulim wa* not deatruyed, bat still existed, and when 
opportunity offered would reassert ItseU. 

My ewB txpurlmaat* have aatlaAe J me that light «Barla an lat- 
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portent InAuence upon development. Frogs’ ova keptln colored 
giMi TMMla b&T6 Dot bacD traoeformad to rapidly aa wban they 
racelve the light directly. The depth of water Is also an essential 
factor of the change; spawn placed In too deep water will de¬ 
velop very slowly, and never reach the perfect state. Also, a 
change of water Is essential. Often have ova In my band* been 
partially developed and then died, when the water had become 
stagnant. The Ave factor* of meUmorposIs, therefore, are tem¬ 
perature, light, depth of water, change of water, and an abund¬ 
ance of food and air. 

As to the effect of air upon reptilian and amphibian life, wo 
have as yet no precise data. I have kept a striped snake, Su- 
tanla sfr/oKs, for six weeks in a hermetically sealed half-gallon 
fruit jar. At tbe time he was put In, the animal was respiring 
eight times In a minute. After forty-eight hours he apparently 
ceased to respire, became torpid and moved only when disturbed. 
From tbe time tbe animal reach d this condition, no change 
could be observed, though the weather wss quite warm and 
pleasant. Such a fact snggesU the question whether the hlbei^ 
nation of animals may not be caused by want of air, rather than 
by cold. The snake driven by the cold crawls Into the earth. 
Snow Alls and closes the hole, exclndlng tbe atmosphere. Spring 
thaws the snow and reopens the aperture. The air enters, and 
the animal revives. -Possibly, such may be In part, at least, the 
true explanation of tbe phenomena rather tlian the one pre- 
vlonsly offered. At all events, experiment as well as reason h:is 
taught me that frog* deprived of air will not und rgo their meta¬ 
morphosis. As temperature seems to exert a most marked effect 
upon development, the following results, reached by Hogg and 
quoted in tabulated form from Cope, are Inserted here. It Is 
only necessary to say that these experiments by Hogg were 
made In a cave subject to different temperatures, and of course 
a corresponding variation of amount of light. These experiments 
must, therefore, only be understood as Indicating the effect of 
temperature, and not the rate of development under favorable 
conditions 
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The Iceland Falcon. 

(Faleo Utandut.) 

As tbe name assigned to this species implies, Iceland is Us 
principal home; there It performs tbe task of reproduction, just 
as the gyrfalcon does In norlbrru Europe, and the succeeding 
species (Faleo candicam) In tbe Arctic regions. It is a well- 
known law of nature, which more especially prevails among 
eagles and falcons, that the young arc either driven forth by tbeir 
parents or take upon themselves to wander Into far-distant coun¬ 
tries before they become domiciled In their native home. From 
this tendency of tbe young to wander. It is not surprising that 
Scotland and tbe northern and some other parts of England 
should from time to time be visited by examples of this species, 
records of which, and In whose colU-ctlons they are found, can 
be found In many journals devoted to oruithology. Nearly all, 
however, have been young birds of the year, which had not yet 
commenced tbeir second moult, still less obtained the plumage 
borne for the remainder of their lives. Only two Instances of an 
appearance of adult birds are known In Oreat Britain. "Asa 
constant Inhabitant of Europe,” says Pnif. Newton, " tbe Ice¬ 
land falcon Is only known In the island whence it takes Its name, 
and It Is there by no means uncommon, breetling In precipitous 
cliffs or ranges of rocks bordering the nutnerous lakes which are 
thronged during tbe Summer by Innumerable waterfowl, and 
thereby securing a plentiful supply of food for its offspring, 
though It la staled that ptarmigans form the chief prey of the 
adult, and such of the young aa pass tbe Winter In that country, 
when It Is comparatively deserted by aquatic birds. Most of the 
young, however, wander southward at that season of the year, 
and examples annually visit Denmark, Norway, Germany and 
Holland. In tbe Brllisb Islands, probalily mure have i ccured 
than of the Greenland falcon; but of the many so-called "gyr- 
falcon^” recorded as seen or taken here, tbe number which can 
be with certainty determined to be Icelanders Is, perhaps, rather 
fewer. 

This bird Is believed to breed in Greenland, but only In 
tbe southern parts, and seems to be of not very rare occurrence 
along the coast of Labrador, where It Is said to breed. To judge 
from some accounts it Is not uncommon In tbe fur countries, 
where It, as well aa tbe Faleo eandteam, probably breeds. On tbe 
western side of the continent adults hare been obtained In 
Alaska, where It la said to be resident and usually conAued to the 
mountains, breeding both thrre and on the lower Mackenzie nve 
Indifferently, on tree* and cliffs. Whether Faleo ie/andue crosses 
to Asia Is not known. 

In the beginning of August only deserted nests of this falcon 
are found In northern Iceland. Tbe nest* are composed of sticks 
and roots, and lined with wool, much ressmbllng that of a raven, 
to which bird It might have originally belonged. Strewn around 
can be found the remains of many whimbrels, gulden plovers, 
guillemots and ducks. All tbe nests are found in cliffs foitnlug 
the boundaries of freshwater lakes, but none of them so high In 
the mountains as baa soinetliues bMii recorded Four seems to 
be tbe complement of eggs; they are suffused or closely freckled 
with reddish orange or pale reddish browu on a dull white 
ground, which commonly I* hardly dlscernl’de l>etween tbe mark¬ 
ings, though theM are sometimes coliectetl Into b'otebe* of con¬ 
siderable extent; specimens measure from 2.48 to 2.18 Inches 
by from 1.91 to 1 79. 

In tbe days when falconry stood Arst on tbe list of sports tbe 
Icelander was considered a present worthy the seceplance of a 
king. Tbe king of Danmark sent a vessel annually to Iceland to 
bring all the hawk* of tbi* kind It wa* possible to procure for tbe 
use of hla taloooers, and to lx sent aa presents to tbe different 
princes on the contlurni; they were even sent to the Barbary 
states and Into tbe eastern countries, so much were they 
esteemed A falconer In the hawking establlsbment of Louis 
XVI. of France bad annually several casts or pairs sent from 
Denmark for bl* royal master. Tbe Icelander wa* greatly 
prised, not only on account of Its superior powers of Alght, but 
Its tractable, genUs dlspuelllon. It Is not eo dlfllcnlt to reolalm 
aod manage as the gyrifalcon; there la also a decided dlffersoce 
In their AIgbl and manner of striking their prey; the Icelander, 
Id the language of falconry, Ales more nobly, pottndug hi* prey 


with more lofty stoops. Tbe Alght of tbe hare with tbe female, 
tbe male being used for the berron, kite or buzzards, was con¬ 
sidered one of tbe Aneat sights the sport could afford. An open 
country Is requisite to see this Alght In perfection. Tbe bare 
being started, the falcon was Immediately thrown off tbe Ast, and 
InstanUy catching sight of Its prey, mounted to a considerable 
height; a alow dog, well trained with tbe hawk, was used to keep 
tbe bare running, as It would otherwise squat on being at once 
stooped at by the falcon. Tbe falcon kills tbe bare by repeated 
blows on tbe back and head, coming In an. almost perpendicular 
direction upon It from a great height and with wonderful 
velocity, tbe blow being almost Imperceptibly given In passing, 
and tbe falcon agalu rabilng, nr, as it Is termed, shooting up 
steeple higb after every stoop; occasionally tbe victim Is killed 
the Arst stoop and driven several yards by the violence of IL In 
a good Alght several lofty stoops are made. Again, In tbe air 
the Icelander kills the crane, berron or kite by repeated blows, 
tbe great Interest token iu tbe Alght being to watch the exertions 
of the falcomto outeoar Its prey and then precipitate Itself with 
closed wings and sstnnlshlug rapidity and force. Its prey seldom 
reaching tbe ground without being morUlly disabled. An 
Instance has occurred of a male Icelander striking tbe bead from 
tbe neck of a heron by a single blow In tbe air. 

On comparing either sex of this species with tbe corresponding 
sex of the gyrfalcon. It will be found to he of larger size, to have 
the upper and under surface lighter In color, the face and crown 
striated and without any peregrtne-Iike appearance In Its counte¬ 
nance, the bars of the toll quite perfect and well dcAned, the feet 
and cere pale yellow and not orange yellow as In the gyrfalcon, 
and the head more bluff or less elegant in shape.

Editob Cbiozoo Fibld:—I n your paper of Nov. 39, I And an 
article by “ Archer ” on the blue or scaly partridge or quail, 
Callipepla quamata. In which tbe writer somewhat doubts the 
correctness of Col. Geo. A. MBCall’s- statement In regard to the 
habitat of this bird. 

Tbe writer of this has resided in southern Colorado and New 
Mexico for nearly seven years, and has during this time had good 
opportunities to ascertain, from personal observation, tbe extreme 
northern limit of this quail. As Archer says, In tbe Ban Luis 
Valley they are not now to be found, nor have I ever met with 
any of the blue partridge until I came to Taos Valley; but In 
this valley they are quite numerous, particularly along the Taos 
river and below tbe junction of the three tributaries that form 
the above named stream. I have myself seen tbe blue quail and 
shot them within a quarter of a mile of the town of Fernandes 
de Taos. And from there to tbe mouth of tbe Taos river, about 
ten or twelve tulles West^ they are numcrims all along the stream 
sod In tbe rocky canyons aojacont. 

They are extremely shy, and In taking wing they almost in¬ 
variably seek shelter beblud some projecting rock or hill, whence 
they are dUDcull to again dislodge. Fur two seasons 1 have pur¬ 
sued these birds In the Taos Valley, and I am convinced that 
they are more numerous in that section than In any other sec¬ 
tion along the Klu Graude between Taos and Franklin, El-Paso 
Co., New Mexico, in fact, along the Kiu Grande south of Taos 
to Franklin they are extremely scarce; but near the Oregon 
Mountains, East of Las Cruas, and particularly near Hhedd’a 
Rancbe, they arc more frequently to be found. Ganihel's part¬ 
ridge Is, however, very abundant along the lllo Graude south of 
Alliuquerque, and In great numbers near Dona Ana in Dona Ana 
county, where I frequently have found them In Hocks of a 
hundred or more; but at uo time have I ever found the two 
quails together. 

I do not think that the blue quail Is migratory at all, as I 
found them In Taos Valley at all seasons of the year. 1 have fre- 
quenUy seen the young chicks during the Summer, and have 
seen and shot tbe grown birds all Winter, even until late In the 
Spring. There resides now In Fernandes de Taos a carpenter by 
the name of Geo. Smith, an old resident of that place, who, one 
Spring, some Ave years ago, let loose, In a gully a quarter of a 
mile east of his residence, a few blue quails that he bad kept In 
a cage for some time. Tbe gully or ravine had never to bis 
knowledge held any quail previous to the time mentioned, as It 
Is so near to the mountains southeast of Taos; but two years 
ago 1 found a covey thers having upwards of Afty blue quails In 
it. This ravine opened out on a wheal-Aeld and is about half way 
between tbe two northern branches of Taos river, while an 
Irrigating ditch runs right at the mouth of it. The place Is not 
rocky like the gullU-s along the main river, but Is admirably 
adapted fur tbe quail, as It affords most excellent shelter, having 
been washed out fur a long distance down the bill to a depth In 
many places of from twelve to Afteen feet, and Is for tbe greater 
part overgrown with sage-brush and other shrubs. As bigb up 
toward the mountoliis os this I never saw any other quails, and 
I believe with .Mr. Smith that this lot of quails is tbe progeny of 
tbe few be placerl there, and which are permanent residents of 
that very locality to tbe present time. I must add that nut until 
1 told Mr. Smith I had found quails in that particular gully, did 
be ever mention the fact that he had placed them there about 
three years previous, and as there are very few hunters In that 
section, be said be had hoped that these quails would remain un- 
disGoveied; vblcb they bad until I by mere cliance happened that 
way and discovered them. 

North of the town of Taos, quails are often found close to the 
farms and along tlie wheat-Aelds; but, as stated, 1 never found 
any other quails east of or alKive Taos but tbe covey I have men¬ 
tioned. 

On Klado Creek I have never hunted for the blue quail, 
nor have I ever met with them along the load from Otero to Las 
Vegas, New Mexico; but 1 have been told by reliable parties 
that they exist there (Elado creek) aa per Col. McCall’s state- 
meut. 

In justice to Col. McCall, I will state that the Illustration 
glyen l>y him of the blue quail, la an exact representation of tbe 
birds now found near Taos; aa I have In my possession the 
plates above mentioned, and have compared the hlnls I have 
killed, with Ibe engraving.
